10. An adjunct processor of a TDMA/GSM switch, comprising: 

data provided to the adjunct processor to control the TDMA/GSM switch; and 
at least a portion of a database of help information associated with the 
TDMA/GSM switch and incorporated within the data provided to the adjunct processor 
to control the TDMA/GSM switc h/ wherein the help information provides user-accessible 
descriptive information regarding the formats of particular commands and/or output data 

15. A system for accessing help information associated with a TDMA/GSM switch 

having an adjunct processor, the method comprising: 

means for incorporating at least a portion of a database of descriptive information 

with data provided to the adjunct processor to control the TDMA/GSM switch; 

means for accessing the adjunct processor to access the TDMA/GSM switch; and 
means for accessing the adjunct processor to access the portion of the database of 

descriptive information incorporated within the data provided to the adjunct processor^ 
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wherein the help information provides user-accessible descriptive information regarding 
the formats of particular commands and/or output data .
